Editor Gazette: I see that an extract 


from my letter to you on the subject of 
needed legislation in the way of repeals of 
obnoxious laws, has been widely quoted, 
and I hope the members of the legislature 
will take some heed, but I have not much 
hope of a legislature that will be com- 
posed of members who seem to think they 
have simply been elected to serve factions 
and not principles. 


A Norristown paper on Friday says the 


legislature ought to take into considera- 
tion the repeal of the law authorizing 
spring elections, This is a mistaken no- 
tion. The elections are fixed in the con- 
stitution and not by act of legislature: 
See. 3, Art. 8 reads: All elections for city, 
ward, borough and township officers, for 
regular terms of service, shall bo held on 
the third Tuesday of February. 


There Is good reason for this law; espe- 


cially with our Australian blanket-sheot- 
ballot. The elections for these officers 
should be separated from politics as much 
as possible. What matters it whether or 
not a councilman is a high tariff mati or a 
free trader so that he understands the 
needs of the town; its required improve- 
ments; its necessary interns! arrange- 
ments of markets, streets and, pavements. 
In the choosing of a constable, school dir- 
ector, assessor or burgess why should the 
question of Bryanism or McKinleyism be 
brought up for discussion.

It Is time to set this matter of fish- 


ing npon Its moral legs, as It were, an 
end to be accomplished merely by tell- 
ing the truth .about It A flsh Is the 


-Tory lowest form of tho vertebrates. It 


is Incapable of any joy except that of 
getting hooked and thus drawn out of 
the water to whlfh Its nature con- 
demns It and for a time breathing the 
air that intoxicates It In delightfully 
deadly fashion. It tins not even tbe In- 
stinct of sexual association except In 
the case of a few rare species. 
It 


knows nothing of companionship, for 
the scientists tell us that even when 
flsh swim In "schools" It Is only "be- 
cause they are engaged In a common 
predatory pursuit of prey, each endeav- 
oring to snatch from the others the 
morsels they seek to swallow. 


So low In the scale Is the flsh that 


even In eating be has no pleasure ex- 
cept tbat of distending his stomach. 
For the scientists find no "taste gob- 
lets" at the base of his tongue, and ev- 
ery fisherman knows that tbe flsh 
swallows his prey whole, with no pos- 
sibility of detecting Its flavor. And 
farther, every fisherman who has troll- 
ed knows tbat the flsh Is so far an In- 
discriminate gormand In his search for 
fooc that be will swallow "a coffee 
spoon with a bur attached as readily 
as tbe daintiest bait morsel tbat could 
be displayed In front of bis greedy eyes 
and his rapacious mouth. 


Still, again, every fish that Is caught 


npon a hook gets only what be de- 
serves. He Is caught every time In an 
attempt to swallow some other crea- 
ture whole and digest It In slow tor- 
ture. Indeed the entire life of every 
fish Is passed In a ceaseless endeavor 
to catch and swallow other flsh. So far 
as science cau discover, fish of most 
species make no distinction even In fa- 
vor of their own young, their only 
ground of selection being a considera- 
tion for their Individual throats In the 
act of swallowing. On that account 
alone tbe severely splned sunflsh es- 
capes the predatory perch, and the 
bullhead tbe moment bis "horns" are 
hard ceases to be In danger even from 
the most voracious of pickerel. 


Tbe fisherman Is not a monster of 


wanton cruelty. He Is merely a de- 
scendant of Adam exercising tbat "do- 
minion" over Inferior creatures which 
God authorized 
him to exercise.—

•loth* «»d Bat* Supend TlietiiMlvea 


Wlthoflt Exertion. 


There Is one animal which lives en- 


tirely In trees, but is able to malutain 
Its position during slumber without tlie 
least exercise of muscular force. This 
is the sloth, common In the forests' of 
tropical America. Us long claws are so 
bent that they hook over the branches 
and allow the creature to hang upside 
down like an animated hammock. Cu- 
riously enough, the hammock appear 
to b, a South American Invention am* 
lalinhersally employed by all the In- 
dian tribes of the Amazons. Perhaps 
the primitive human dwellers In this 
region took to sleeping In hammocks 
after observing the habits of the sloth. 


The great ant eater, which Is both a 


kinsman and fellow countryman of the 
sloth, has an enormous tall, which It 
uses In a very remaikable manner. I 
recently saw two of these strange ani- 
mals lying together asleep, and they 
had arranged their tails so cleverly 
that their whiple bodies were hidden 
from view. Moreover. It-was evident 
that this caudal covering would afford 
excellent protection from the weatber, 
for tbe central solid part of tbe tails 
acted as a kind of ridge pole over the 
highest part of tbe sleepers' bodies, so 
that the long fringes of hair sloped 
downward on each side like the thatch 
upon a roof. 


Like tbe sloths, many kinds of bats 


sleep suspended by their hooked claws 
without any muscular exertion what 
ever. Some of the large fruit Beating 
bats of tbe tropics, wbicb do not sleep 
In holes like the species common In 
southern latitudes, but which hang sus- 
pended to the branches of trees In tbe 
open air. adopt a position wblch It 
would be difficult to bent for economy 
and comfort Gould's fruit eating bat, 
common In tbe warmer parts of Aus- 
tralia, suspends Itself upside down by 
oue bind foot and wraps Its body In the 
tentlike folds of Its wing membranes, 
which extend right down to the an- 
kles. Its shoulders, to wblch the mem 
brane Is attached, are humped up 90 as 
to act as eaves to shoot off the rain, 
and when asleep It draws Its head un- 
der their shelter and nestles Its nose 
among the warm fur of Its chest 


Snlpbnr Disinfection. 


To disinfect a room with sulphur aft- 


er washing all tbe surfnceu In tbe 
room, the floors, walls and ceilings, 
bring In a washtub containing a few 
Inches of water and several bricks 
Put the sulphur In an Iron kettle and 
place It on tbe bricks 
Pour one pint 


of alcohol over tbe sulpbnr and set It 
on flre. Every crevice about the win 
dows and doors should be stuffed wltli 
rags, tbe room tightly closed and left 
for a day and night. About five ounces 
of sulphur should he used for every 
hundred cubic feet
